The request for a price in­ 
crease was to be made in Sac­ 
ramento at the beginning of a 
two-day hearing on the depart­ 
ment's milk stabilization unit, 
which sets the price of milk in 
marketing areas throughout the 
state. 
Last year the department ap­ 
proved increases totaling a 
record IO cents a half-gallon 
and C. Brunel Christensen, 
state agriculture director, said 
earlier this month another hike 
was almost assured. 
Supervisors, in voting to sup­ 


port the request, said unless 
dairymen are given the price 
hike many may be forced to 
shut down their operations. 
‘That will result in far higher 
prices later because of supply 
and demand." Supervisor Mi­ 
chael Womum said. 
The California Citizen Action 
Group said yesterday 13 state­ 
wide consumer groups had 
joined together to "oppose the 
proposed increase.” 
According to United Press 
International, a spokesman for 
the group said it would docu­ 
ment "the failure of milk price 
regulation, excess profits in the 
industry and dominance of ma­ 
jor corporations." 
The price of milk has been 
regulated for years by the state 
and started decades ago as a 
means of keeping the price of 


milk up. Dairymen now view 
the regulations as an artificial 
ceiling on prices. 
The state is divided up into 
milk marketing areas with the 
highest price, 72 cents per half­ 
gallon, being charged in Siski­ 
you County and the lowest, 63 
cents, in Sacramento and San 
Luis Obispo. 
In other action yesterday, su­ 
pervisors accepted a report on 
costs of improving animal 
waste disposal on dairies and 
referred it to the county agri­ 
cultural advisory committee. 
The report says it will cost 
the average dairy in Marin 
about $17,000 to upgrade waste 
disposal systems so streams 
and creeks are not polluted. 
Upgrading has been ordered by 
the Regional Water Quality

“This amounts to approxi­ 
mately one-fifth of the total 
county and we must work to 
maintain it," Joerger said "It 
takes a lek of doing, but it s 
very important in terms of open 
space and maintaining our 
sound tax base." 
During his term . Joerger 
said, he worked to get county 


parks and library 
services in southern Sonoma. 
Last year the county began 
development of the 25-acre 
Shollenberger River Park in 
Petalum a, he said, and an 
agreement has been signed be­ 
tween the county and Rohnert 
Park for financing a 110-acre 
regional park in the Sonoma 
foothills near Rohnert Park. 
During his first term, Joerger 
said. the county pledged $50,000 
to match a federal grant for the 
purchase of the Rapoza Ranch 
for a park in the Rohnert Park- 
Cotati area.

The so-called Oregon plan for 
selling gasoline according to 
odd-and-even license plates, 
will get a 45-day trial in Marin 
and Sonoma counties, most 
service station operators decid­ 
ed yesterday. 
The plan resembles the pro­ 
posal by Gov. Ronald Reagan, 
except that it is voluntary on 
the dealers’ part, according to 
spokesmen for the two counties’ 
dealer associations. Reagan of­ 
fered to impose the plan on any 
county where it is officially 
requested. 
"We expect that the public 
will need a few days to get used 
to the plan." said Art Baptiste, 
president of the Marin County 
Independent Service Station As­ 
sociation. "That’s why we de­ 
cided on trying it until the 
middle of April. Then we’ll take 
another look to see if it s work­ 
ing. " 
Baptiste and Keith Totemier, 
president of the Sonoma County 
station operators, said they 
hope the plan will end the long 
lines of customers waiting out­ 
side stations. Motorists will be 
asked 
not to "top off” their 
tanks; Marin County stations 
will require $3 minimum pur­ 
chases and Sonoma dealers "at 
least half a tank.” 
H ere's how the plan will 
work: 
Beginning Monday — March 
4 —- motorists whose auto li­ 
cense 
plates bear even 
last 


numbers — two, four, six, eight 
or zero — will be able to buy 
gas on even-numbered days of 
the month. Monday through 
Fridays. Personalized all-letter 
plates will be considered even- 
numbered. 
Owners of cars with odd 
numbered plates will be able to 
buy gasoline Tuesday and each 
odd-numbered 
day 
of 
the 
month, thereafter, Monday 
through Friday. 
In both counties, Saturdays 
will be considered "potluck." 
and all drivers will be able to 
buy gas if they can find a 
station open. Baptiste said. The 
dealers unanimously opposed 
Reagan’s suggestion that sta­ 
tions remain open Sundays, he 
reported 
Both counties' dealers will 
sell gasoline to emergency vehi­ 
cles any day regardless of the 
date. Baptiste said commercial­ 
ly licensed vehicles also will be 
able to buy fuel on either odd or 
even days. 
Baptiste said "about 93 per 
cent" of Marin's almost 200 
gasoline dealers approved the 
45-day test. A majority of Sono­ 
ma County dealers met last 
night in Santa Rosa and adopt­ 
ed a resolution passed by the 
Sonoma County Board of Super­ 
visors, setting up the 45-day 
test.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. Henry M. Jack- 
son, D-Wash., said today he believed Congress 
would be able to override a threatened veto by 
President Nixon of an emergency 
energy bill, now nearing final action 
in the House. 
Jackson said because of parlia­ 
mentary challenges in the House, 
the bill’s fate is uncertain. If the bill 
comes to a House vote in the form 
approved by the Senate, Jackson 
said, it would gain approval by a 2- 
to-1 margin and go to the White 
House. 
Nixon said Monday he would veto it in its 
present form. Jackson was asked on the CBS-TV 
Morning News program if Congress could over­ 
ride a veto. 
“Yes,” he replied. “I believe the mood of the 
country is such that the people want action.” 


LONDON (UPI) - Prime 
Minister Edward Heath, in the 
final day of campaigning before 
tomorrow's general election, to­ 
day told voters that a Labor 
victory would be “a recipe for 
eco n o m ic and in d u s tria l 
chaos.” 
But three polls published to­ 
day gave Heath’s Conservatives 
only a hairbreadth margin over 
fast-advancing Harold Wilson's 
Labor Party. The polls also 
showed the third-ranking Liber­ 
al party gaining strongly, 
though less rapidly than a few 
days ago. 
Heath brushed off Wilson’s 
economic policies as “irrele­ 
vant to Britain's problems. 


Jet Nightmare 
MILWAUKEE, Wis. (UPI) - 
A United Air Lines plane was 
forced into an emergency land­ 
ing here yesterday by a passen­ 
ger who apparently went ber­ 
serk at 33,000 feet and started 
slashing at people around him 
with a blunt knife. 
Two men received superficial

Rio Goes Wild 
RIO DE JANEIRO (UPI) - 
Millions of revelers went on a 
final, all-night binge of wild 
samba dancing in Brazil today, 
racing against the noon dead­ 
line police set for the annual 
carnival festival to end. 
The morgue in Rio de Janei­ 
ro, the capital of carnival, re­ 
ported last night that 170 per­ 
sons died violently from 
accidents and assaults in four 
days of frantic celebrations. 
The carnival total was sharp­ 
ly higher than the usual holiday 
weekend death rate of between 
20 and 30 a day. 
The exhausting festival 
brought hundreds of thousands 
of samba dancers down from 
the hillside favelas—shanty­ 
towns—of Rio to parade in 
brightly colored costumes along 
main streets.

PARIS (UPI) — The govern­ 
ment of Premier Pierre Mess- 
mer resigned today. 
Education Minister Joseph 
Fontanet announced that Mess- 
mer handed in the resignation 
to President Georges Pompidou 
at the weekly cabinet session. 
The 22-man cabinet has been 
in power since April 5, 1973, 
when it was formed after the 
general election. 
Although Messmer has come 
under fire from his political 
opponents recently for lacking 
style and drive in government, 
the resignation was a surprise. 
Information Minister Jean- 
Philippe Lecat said: 
“ President Pompidou has ac­ 
cepted the resignation of the 
government.” 
Political sources said Pompi­ 
dou will now name a new ap­ 
pointee to the premier’s post. 
His task will be to form a new 
council of ministers, or cabinet. 
“The new prime minister will 
be selected rapidly, maybe 
even today,” Lecat said. 
Le Point magazine recently 
published a poll that found only 
22 per cent of Frenchmen satis­ 
fied with the performance of 
Messmer, a 57-year-old former 
legionnaire, as premier. 
“ Pierre Messmer doesn’t 
make the grade,” it said in an 
interview. “Messmer must go.” 
L’Express said Foreign Minis­ 
ter Michel Jobert and Agricul­ 
ture Minister Jacques Chirac 
had the best chances of being 
named to succeed Messmer. 
Lecat's statement said: 
“The President of the Repub­ 
lic accepted the resignation of 
the government. He pronounced

a favorable judgment on the 
record of the government. He 
noted that in his 12 years expe­ 
rience of government, the quali­ 
ty of the men and the efficacy 
of their actions in this cabinet, 
was of a high order. 
“At the same time, he said it 
is necessary today to increase 
cohesion, solidarity and the 
concentration of action on the 
prime minister.” 
Political sources said it was 
possible Lecat’s reference to 
“concentration of action on the 
premier” could mean Messmer 
would be retained in a re­ 
formed cabinet.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - S.I. 
Hayakawa, who became nation­ 
ally known as the aggressive 
president of riot-torn San Fran­ 
cisco State University several 
years ago, says the California 
Supreme Court’s refusal to al­ 
low him to run for the U S. 
Senate deprives him of his 
rights. 
“ I’m certainly not giving 
up,” Hayakawa told newsmen 
last night at a meeting of the 
Fresno Republican Assembly. 
“I’m deprived of my constitu­ 
tional rights. I’m totally disen­ 
franchised." 
The state’s high court ruled 4- 
3 yesterday denying a petition 
to sweep aside an election code 
requirement that a partisan 
candidate must be registered 
with one political party at least 
a year before filing for office. 
Haykawa, a Mill Valley resi­ 
dent, was appealing a Marin 
County decision barring him 
from the Republican primary 
on grounds he changed parties 
within a year. 
The internationally noted se­ 
manticist was a registered 
Democrat from 1955 until he 
switched to the GOP last Au­ 
gust. That left him more than 
two months short in eligibility 
for the June 4 primary. 
Hayakawa retorted, “ I ve 
been a law abiding citizen of 
this state for 19 years and I 


think I’m getting a raw deal. 
“I don’t know how legally you 
make this kind of an appeal 
within such a short time. Do 
you appeal to the California 
Supreme Court. Do you appeal 
to the United States Supreme 
Court. I’m certainly not giving 
up.” 
Hayakawa said he might call 
for a big write-in campaign in 
behalf of his hoped-for candida­ 
cy. 
“I’m excited about the pros­ 
pect of running for the Senate,” 
he said. “I’m being encouraged 
to run. I think I should run. I’m 
not going to count myself out.” 
Since Hayakawa’s appeal 
came before the Supreme Court 
as a petition, no formal opinion 
was issued.

White House 
Said Goal 
Of Hijacker 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
man who tried to hijack a Delta 
DC-9 airliner last week fancied 
himself a James Bond and 
planned a Kamikaze attack on 
the 
White 
House, 
saying 
“ whoever dies will be directly 
attributable to Watergate scan­ 
dals,” columnist Jack Anderson 
reported today. 
The would-be hijacker, Samu­ 
el J. Byek, a Delta security 
guard and the copilot were 
killed in the shootout last Fri­ 
day at Baltimore-Washington 
International Airport near Bal­ 
timore. 
Anderson said Byek. 44, 
mailed him a tape recording 
about one hour long just before 
he shot his way aboard the 
plane. While aboard the Prim­ 
er, Byek shot himself to death 
after killing the guard and the 
copilot and seriously wounding 
the pilot. 
President Nixon was in the 
White House at the time, unlike 
the the previous Sunday when 
an Army private flying a stolen 
helicopter was shot down over 
the White House lawn. 
Anderson said Byck’s plan, 
“ Operation Pandora Box,” had 
been planned more than a 
month earlier. 
“ Whoever dies in Project 
Pandora Box will be directly 
attributable to Watergate scan­ 
dals,” Byek was quoted as say­ 
ing. 
Anderson reported Bvck said 
he was 60 to TO pounds over­ 
weight, with a bad back “ And 
I'm about to undertake a James 
Bond, 007-type operation. Op­ 
eration Pandora Box, where 
you have to be skinny and 
slinky and willowy and,” he 
chuckled. “ I’m not anything 
like that. 
“ But I suspect that I can 
come off with an element of 
surprise if I can keep my cool. 
And I suspect that my appear 
ance may work to my advan­ 
tage." 
Byek. from Philadelphia, car­ 
ried a suitcase aboard the plane 
filled with a gasoline bomb, but 
airport police detonated it with­ 
out incident after the incident. 
"I will try to get the plane 
aloft and fly it towards the 
target area, which will be 
Washington, D.C., the capital of 
the most powerful wealthiest 
nation of the world,” he said. 
“ By guise, threats or trick­ 
ery, I hope to force the pilot to 
buzz the White House—I mean, 
sort of dive towards the White 
House. When the plane is in this 
position, I will shoot the pilot 
and then in the last few minutes 
;ry to steer the plane into the 
target, which is the White 
House. ” 
Anderson told UPI he planned 
to turn the tape over the FBI 
yesterday, and planned to dis­ 
tribute the column for publica­ 
tion tomorrow. But he said FBI 
agents “ were unable to keep 
their appointment.” The col­ 
umn was printed today because 
the Washington Post had also 
learned of the tape, he said 
“ He indicated on the tape 
there were other people he 
wanted to hear about —the 
comedian Bill Cosby and (Su­ 
preme Court) Justice (William 
O.) Douglas ”

Easing Of Oil Import 
Restrictions Planned 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In an 
effort designed to boost gaso­ 
line supplies, the Federal Ener­ 
gy Office (FEO ) announced 
plans today to ease restrictions 
on crude oil imports. The action 
has been urged by the major oil 
firms. 
Some oil firms have been 
deliberately cutting back crude 
oil imports because of govern­ 
ment restrictions, officials of 
the Federal Energy Office said. 
The cutbacks translated into 
less gasoline production. 
In testimony before the Sen­ 
ate Commerce Committee, 
Deputy FEO Administrator 
John C. Sawhill said notice 
would be published tomorrow in 
the Federal Register of the 
FEO’s intention to lift a restric­ 
tion on all oil imported above a 
1972 base period. 
Under existing law, oil firms 
are required to share their 
crude oil with competitors who 
have less. The big firms argue 
that this has forced those that

League. 
Grant, 35, is an economist on 
the faculty of the University of 
California at Berkeley. 
He said he favors maintain­ 
ing the current moratorium on 
new water connections until the 
district is no longer threatened 
with a water shortage.

He said the list contained less 
than the names of 80 soldiers 
and airmen that Israel has veri­ 
fied as missing and presumed 
captured by Syria in the Octo­ 
ber war.

Policy Will

ning staff study the problem.

Roberto said the commission 
wants to know how the trend 
toward condominium develop­ 
ment affects the city general 
plan s objective of providing 
housing for moderate income 
families in Larkspur. 
The question was raised by a 
citizen after the commission 
last night approved the conver­ 
sion of six apartments owned 
by Woodbridge Associated to 
condominiums, Roberto said. 
Tiburon and some Bay Area 
counties previously have stu­ 
died the problem and their re­ 
ports would be the starting 
point for his investigation. Rob­

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Bridgeway 
Group Asks 
Additions 


Merchants and property own­ 
ers in the Bridgeway Improve­ 
ment District in Sausalito yes­ 
terday voiced overwhelming 
support for more extensive im­ 
provements in the street-widen­ 
ing and beautification plan, ac­ 
cording to City Mgr. Thomas P. 
McKenzie. 


They want the sidewalks 
paved with either brick or fired 
paving stones, and new light 
standards. The city council re­ 
cently voted for cheaper ex­ 
posed aggregate sidewalks and 
cut new light standards from 
architect Donald Olsen’s plan. 


The 
merchants’ proposal 
would hike the cost of the 
project to $240 per running foot. 
Cost of the city plan is $160 per 
running foot. 


“The property owners felt 
that as long as they were doing 
the work, and paying the mon­ 
ey, they wanted the best,” 
McKenzie said. 
About 30 persons, represent­ 
ing most property owners in the 
district, attended yesterday's 
session, according to the city 
manager. 
The proposal, with an esti­ 
mated cost of $440,000, is to be 
considered by the community 
appearances advisory board in 
two weeks. 
The improvements will be fi­ 
nanced through assessments of 
property owners with the city's 
share, estimated at $178,000, in 
cash. 
The delay to consider the 
merchants' proposal places 
construction in September at 
the earliest, after the busy sum­ 
mer tourist season. McKenzie

of powers between the judicial, 
legislative and executive 
branches of government. 


Arrigoni asked whether the 
California Supreme Court sets 
its own staff salaries “ or are 
they at the mercy of the legisla­ 
ture at budget time?” 


“ The doctrine of inherent 
powers dictates they’re not at 
the mercy of the legislature, 
but politically they try to work 
with the legislature and the 
governor,” Hanson said.

Arrigoni asked. Hanson did not 
reply. 


Turning to other facets of the 
legislative program, the super­ 
visors endorsed proposed bills 
increasing court reporter sala­ 
ries and hiking fees for superior 
and municipal court filings, 
asking the state to pay costs for 
processing and reviewing the 
flood of habeas corpus writs 
filed by state prison inmates, 
clarifying rules for safety offi­ 
cers’ disability pay and allow­ 
ing the county to sell liquor in 
the Marin Veterans Memorial 
Building. 


Despite protests by the Marin 
Property Owners Association 
and Marin Builders’ Exchange, 
the board favored a proposed 
bill to require county approval 
of any parcel of land being 
subdivided to less than 125-acre 
lots. 


The supervisors added a re­ 
quest for the state to provide 
funds to enable Marin dairy­ 
men to meet new water pollu­ 
tion rules. 
County Admin. John F. Bar­ 
rows and County Counsel Doug­ 
las J. Malone will meet with 
State Sen Peter H. Behr, R-San 
Rafael, and Assemblyman Wil­ 
liam T. Bagiev, R-San Rafael, 
tomorrow to review the coun­ 
ty's requests.

In 
San Rafael, the line outside a 
station at Lincoln and Mission 
avenues stretched more than a 
block at 7:30 am. The story 
was much the same wherever 
stations were open, but many 
dealers remained closed be­ 
cause they have exhausted 
their February quotas.

Misuse O f Food Stamps Would 
Become Crime Under Behr Bill 


I-J Special Report 
SACRAMENTO — Legislation 
to.extend criminal penalties un­ 
der state law to deliberate mis­ 
use of federal food stamps was 
endorsed unanimously yester­ 
day by the Assembly Criminal 
Justice Committee. 
The bUl, SB 1253 by Sen. 
Peter H. Behr, R-San Rafael, 
was requested by the Marin 
County Board of Supervisors. 
Present law leaves prosecu­ 


tion of such crimes entirely to 
federal agencies, with the re­ 
sult that only large-scale viola­ 
tions generaUy are prosectued, 
the senator’s staff said. It 
stressed the measure “in no 
way diminishes or weakens the 
food stamp program,” but was 
aimed at protecting the pro­ 
gram from attacks because of 
alleged widespread abuses, and 
ensuring it is not dissipated by 
payments to people who don’t 


need the stamps. 
The legislation allows district 
attorneys to investigate and 
prosecute fraud under the fed­ 
eral stamp program, leaving 
federal agencies to handle vio­ 
lations crossing state lines. 
Behr said the bdl also was 
aimed at persons who knowing­ 
ly accept food stamps for liquor 
and other unauthorized pur­ 
chases, or from persons they 
know are not entitled to food 


stamps. 
An amendment asked by the 
committee allows a person 
caught misusing food stamps 
for the first time to make resti­ 
tution, but makes it clear that 
restitution cannot be used to 
avoid prosecution for a second 
offense. 
Penalties range up to three 
years in prison and a maximum 
fine of $1,000 for counterfeiting 
an “authorization to purchase” 
or for frauds involving more 
than a $500 difference between 
the value of the food stamps 
and the amount paid for them. 
The 5-0 vote by the committee 
came after its third hearing on 
the bill, which will go to the 


Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee. 
Tougher penalities are pro­ 
posed in a pending bill by 
Assemblyman John L. Burton, 
D-San Francisco.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Charles G. “Bebe" Rebozo says 
the only person in the W’hite 
House be ever told about a 
$100,000 campaign contribution 
from 
billionaire 
Howard 
Hughes was the President’s 
personal secretary, Rose Mary 
Woods. 
Rebozo. Nixon’s close friend 
and Key Biscayne, Fla., neigh­ 
bor, said in testimony released 
yesterday . "The only person I 
told about the money was the 
President’s secretary ... I just 
thought that somebody close to 
the President should know 
about it if anything happened to 
me.” 
He made the statement in a 
sworn deposition taken by law­ 
yers for Common Cause, a citi­ 
zens’ lobby which has sued the 
Nixon re-election committee for 
full disclosure of its campaign 
financing. 
(The CBS Evening News re­ 
ported yesterday that Miss 
Woods denied Rebozo had told 
her the $100,000 came from 
Hughes, but CBS quoted her as 
saying Rebozo mentioned the 
name of Richard Danner, a 
Hughes aide, in connection with 
the money ) 
Rebozo said the money in 
question was given him in two 
installments in 1909 and 1970 by 
Danner. He said he put it in a 
Key Biscayne safe deposit box 
but never gave it to the Nixon 
campaign because he feared it 
would cause bad publicity. In 
1973, he said, he gave the mon­ 
ey back to a Hughes aide. 
He said that to his knowledge 
President Nixon was not aware 
of the money and that no one 
else on the White House cam­ 
paign staffs knew about it. 
Rebozo said Internal Revenue 
Service agents questioned him 
about the money, telling him 
they were “looking for a million 
dollars." That apparently re­ 
ferred to unsubstantiated re­ 
ports, said to have been under 
investigation at one time, that a 
$1 million trust fund was set up 
for Nixon, possibly by Rebozo 
and another close friend, indus­ 
trialist Robert G. Abplanalp

Revolt Spreads Across Ethiopia 


ADDIS ABABA (UPI) - A 
military revolt spread across 
Ethiopia today and Emperor 
Haile Selassie appeared on a 
balcony before his loyal troops 
and made an emotional appeal 
for national unity. The Ethiopi­ 
an navy and air force today 
joined a rebellion in the armed 
forces sparked by demands for 
higher pay and better living 
conditions. Troops and sailors 
seized the Red Sea port of 
Massawa, the navy’s principal 
facility. 


The tiny 82-year-old Emperor 
appeared 
before 
several 
hundred loyal troops on the 
balcony of the heavily guarded 
downtown jubilee palace and 
told them: 


‘We’ve had problems before 
and we’ve come through them. 
This has been brought on by the 
world economic crisis.” 


The emperor was very' emo­ 
tional as he gave his short 
speech, witnesses said, and sev­ 
eral times appeared near col­ 
lapse. The troops gave him 
repeated cheers.

northern city of Asmara where 
the revolt started yesterday. 
Army chief of staff Lt. Gen. 
Asafa Ayene flew into Asmara 
to discuss the situation with a 
committee of rebel leaders. 


Diplomatic sources said after 
a brief conference, the general 
was turning to Addis Ababa to 
seek clarification on some 


points and would then make a 
second trip to Asmara, possibly 
tonight. 


The sources said an unknown 
number of troops and sailors 
seized the Massawa facility in 
an apparently bloodless take­ 
over, but the rest of the town 
500 miles north of Addis Ababa 
was not a: letted immediately. 


Massawa, one of the hottest 
places in the world where tem­ 
peratures of 150 degrees have 
been recorded, is the principal 
naval port of the 1,700-man 
Ethiopian navy which has only 
a few coastal vessels and a 
former tender, the HMS Ethio­ 
pia, as a flagship. The Ethiopia 
was in port when the takeover 
occurred. 


It was not clear if the bulk of 
the navy mutinied in support of 
the troops and air force unit in 
Asmara, 60 miles to the west, 
or if they had specific demands 
of their own. The sources said 
an air force unit in Asmara had 
joined soldiers who sparked the 
mutiny Monday by demanding 
that their pay be doubled. 


The troops isolated the palm- 
decked city from the rest of the 
country but an American resi­ 
dent contacted by telephone 
said: “The situation is calm, 
almost lighthearted with some 
people waving to the troops.” 


Emperor Haile Selassie met 
with his ministers in the heavi­ 
ly guarded downtown Jubilee 
Palace and nominated a high- 
level delegation headed by LL 
Gen. Asafa Ayene to negotiate 
with the rebels. 


Reagan Against Persons 


Accepting Hearst Food 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Gov. 
Ronald Reagan said yesterday 
that persons who accept the 
free food distributed in answer 
to demands from the kidnap­ 
pers of Patricia Hearst are 
“aiding and abetting lawless­ 
ness." 
The Symbionese Liberation 
Army, a shadowy organization 
which claims responsibility for 
kidnapping Miss Hearst, has 
demanded distribution of $6 
million in free food to Califor­ 
nia’s needy as a condition of 
negotiations for her release. 
The 20-year-old heiress to the 
Hearst newspaper empire was 
dragged screaming from her 
Berkeley apartment Feb. 4. 
“I regret that the people are 
willing to take that food. 
They’re aiding and abetting 
lawlessness,” Reagan said in 
an appearance before a group 
of teen-age government interns. 
“I think it would be great if 
everyone would refuse to ac­ 
cept that food,” Reagan added. 
Reagan said he would not 
order the release, if it was 
demanded, of two men jailed in 
connection with the Nov. 6 slay­ 
ing of Oakland schools chief 
Marcus Foster. 


Reagan said there would be 
no way to legally free the men 
if it was demanded as a condi­ 
tion of releasing Miss Hearst. 
“If you start doing anything 
of that kind, it would be like 
opening the prison doors. It 
would make kidnapping a very 
common occurrence,” he said. 
Atty. Gen. Evelle Younger 
has said his office would not 
prosecute anyone for accepting 
food distributed in answer to 
the SLA demand. 
The food giveaway is sched­ 
uled to resume tomorrow under 
supervision of A. Ludlow Kra­ 
mer, Washington secretary' of 
state. Last Friday, the first day 
of the giveaway, there were 
reports of confusion and lack of 
organization at all four centers. 
There was scattered violence 
which prevented on center in a 
black district of Oakland from 
opening at all. 
Reagan said the kidnappers 
committed a crime in abduct­ 
ing Miss Hearst and attempted 
“to put the mantle of heroism 
over it” by making the food 
distribution demand. 
“This makes them the big­ 
gest hypocrites in America to­ 
day,” Reagan said.

HOUSTON (UPL - A police- 
mao summoned to investigate a 
shooting in a lounge burst into 
the bar’s restroom yesterday 
and confronted a longhaired 
man wearing jeans and an em­ 
broidered denim jacket holding 
a gun on two other men. 
The long-haired man whirled 
at the sound of the policeman 
crashing through the door. The 
policeman fired one shot that 
killed him. 
TI* victim, identified as Rod­ 
ney Scott Morgan, 27, was an 
undercover narcotics officer. 
“ We’re police!” the dead 
man’s partner, F.G. Dodd, 
yelled at the policeman. 
“Goddamn it, why didn t you 
say so?" the policeman replied. 


Novato Advance 
Award Winner 


The weekly Novato Advance 
has been awarded three first 
and two second place awards 
for weeklies of more than 7,500 
circulation by the California 
Newspapers Association. 
It won first place at the 
association’s annual meeting in 
Los Angeles for typography, 
family interest coverage and 
local color usage. Second place 
awards were taken in sports 
coverage and news picture. 


“It is an unfortunate situa­ 
tion, but it’s the risk involved 
when you have people working 
undercover,” Sheriff Jack 
Heard said. “City and county 
undercover officers coordinate 
their activities, but there’s no 
coordination between undercov­ 
er and uniformed officers. 
“Unfortunately a uniformed 
officer entered this situation.” 
The policeman was identified 
as Glen E. Thyssen, 26.

Al­ 
though they had gone to the 
"Up Front Lounge" together, 
only Morgan went into the 
men s room where he met two 
members of a motorcycle gang. 
Dodd heard a scuffle in the 
restroom and burst in to find 
Morgan pinned to the floor and 
the two men slashing him in the 
face with knives. Dodd fired a 
single shot into the ceiling, and 
the two men got up and put 
their hands to the wall.

On Energy 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
California’s demand for energy 
will increase by about 80 per 
cent by 1990, a Stanford Re­ 
search Institute economist pre­ 
dicted yesterday. 
-s But Carl A. Trexel said the 
state’s long-term energy pros­ 
pects are better than those of 
the rest of the country. 
Western Canada and Alaska 
will be major sources of energy 
for California in the next 20 
years because of their proximi­ 
ty, the industrial economist 
said in remarks prepared for 
delivery to the American Asso­ 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Science. 
Trexel said the San Francisco 
Bay Area uses about 25 per 
cent of the state’s energy. 
"Economic growth and indus­ 
trial development in the Bay 
Area have closely followed the 
state's, and thus there is no 
reason to expect any significant 
shifts in the pattern of energy 
consumption here for the fu­ 
ture,” he said. 
Although oil, natural gas, hy­ 
droelectric and nuclear power 
will continue to be major 
sources of energy for the state, 
there will be shifts in their 
amounts, he said. The use of 
nuclear power and oil will in­ 
crease, while the use of natural 
gas and hydroelectric sources 
will decline. Trexel said. 


The Novato Sanitary District 
board is facing the problem of 
one cardboard collector too 
many. 
The Novato Disposal Service 
has an exclusive franchise for 
collecting cardboard, but the 
Marin Environmental Coopera­ 
tive of San Rafael has placed 
containers for collection at sev­ 
eral businesses. 
About 20 persons appeared at 
the district board meeting Mon­ 
day night, most protesting the 
provision for exclusive rights 
on cardboard collection, ac­ 
cording to Dist. Mgr. Charles 
A. Joseph. 
The issue arose two weeks 
ago when Novato Disposal 
Service representatives protest­ 
ed the Marin Environmental 


Cooperative operation. 
Directors directed him to is­ 
sue a notice of ordinance viola­ 
tion to the contractor who is 
picking up the cardboard for 
the cooperative, Joseph said. 
The board then agreed to 
have a special meeting on the 
matter, but a time and date 
hasn’t yet been set, Joseph 
said. 
Directors also approved dis­ 
trict participation in an engi­ 
neering study on a potential 
waste water program covering 
Marin and Southern Sonoma. 
The study to be undertaken 
by Kenks and Adamson, J. 
Warren Nute Inc., Yoder-Trot- 
ter-Orlob and Associates and 
Brown and Caldwell will cost 
about $43,400 with the district’s 
share to be $3,800.

Found in the home were 
small quantities of suspected 
narcotics and dangerous drugs. 
Arrested on suspicion of pos­ 
sessing dangerous drugs and 


possessing them for sale were 
Robles; his wife, Bonnie Do­ 
lores Robles, 21, a 16-year-old 
girl, and Ruslin Effendi Mon- 
oarfa, 24. All were reported 
living in the house. 
Mrs. Robles was released on 
her own recognizance to appear 
tomorrow in Marin Municipal 
Court, while Monoarfa posted 
$2,500 bail to appear the same 
day.

A Student's 
Project— 


Subversive? 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Somewhere in an index file in 
an FBI office in New Jersey 17- 
year-old Lori Paton is listed as 
a subversive. 
Hie Chester, N.J., high school 
senior's troubles began last 
year when she inquired into the 
background of a socialist orga­ 
nization as part of a class 
project. 


Miss Paton, enrolled in a 
social studies class seeking in­ 
formation into different politi­ 
cal ideologies, chose to write to 
the Socialist Labor Party. She 
incorrectly addressed her letter 
to the Socialist Workers Party, 
an organization which was un­ 
der FBI surveillance at the 
time. 


Her letter was intercepted 
and an investigation launched 
An agent came to her school 
asking about her. Her family 
was investigated for possible 
police records. 


The FBI denied any investi­ 
gation was taking place at all 
until her attorney filed suit. The 
agency's Newark office subse­ 
quently concluded there was no 
criminal activity involved and 
recommended the investigation 
be ended. 
It did. But her attorney, 
Frank Asian, says her case is 
still filed away as a “ subver­ 
sive matter.” 


Askin yesterday told a House 
government operations subcom­ 
mittee he feared such a file can 
cause irreparable harm to the 
career and life of his client 
unless it is destroyed. 


“ What if she decides, ten 
years from now. that she wants 
to work for the government and 
her name is still on that file,” 
he asked 
Miss Paton sat at his side, 
chewing gum and nodding. 


She was asked what she 
thought of her experience. 
“ You have to understand, ” 
she said. “That I'm from a 
very conservative community. 
“ Instead of this thing working 
positively, it worked in reverse. 
People are more scared than 
ever. They don’t even want to 
ask any questions.” 


Las Vegas 
Feels Test 
Of Weapon 


YUCCA FLAT, Nev. (UPI) - 
Scientists exploded a thermonu­ 
clear weapon today, probably a 
sophisticated missile warhead, 
which swayed high-rise gam­ 
bling resorts 70 miles away in 
Las Vegas. 
A two-story adobe building in 
Beatty, Nev , 50 miles from 
ground zero, was evacuated 
shortly before shot time at IO 
a rn. Workers in two mines and 
two ore milling operations in 
the same vicinity also were 
evacuated as a precautionary 
measure. 
A spokesman for the Environ 
mental Protection Agency said 
no damage was reported at any 
of the locations. Exchange club 
patrons in Beatty reentered the 
building minutes after the nu­ 
clear explosion. 
No radiation escaped into the 
atmosphere when the nuclear 
weapon carved out a giantun- 
derground molten cavern at 
ground zero 2,103 feet below the 
desert floor. 
A puff of dust rose skyward 
when the nuclear device was 
triggered at the bottom of the 
vertical shaft which was 48- 
inches in diameter. 
The Caltech Seismological 
laboratory in Pasadena, said 
the blast registered 5.0 on the 
Richter scale. 
It marked the 430th nuclear 
lest at the sprawling Nevada 
test site since the U.S. began 
using this facility. 
Ground zero bounced several 
feet into the air when the weap­ 
on was triggered. The AEC said 
the nuclear device had a yield 
of 20 to 200 kilotons, meaning a 
maximum quivalent of 200,000

$175 Price 


LONDON (UPI) - Gold fever 
slackened slightly cm European 
money markets today, but 
gold's price stayed well above 
$175 an ounce nearly every­ 
where. The dollar fell slightly 
in most markets. 
Most bullion markets saw 
small drops from the prices 
which set all-time records ev­ 
erywhere yesterday. Dealers 
said they saw signs the price 
might stabilize at around the 
$175 level eventually. 
Gold dropped $1.63 an ounce 
rip Paris, closing today at 
$183.11 an ounce, lower only 
than Tuesday's all-time record 
$184.74 an ounce 
London prices ranged be­ 
tween $178 an ounce at the 
morning price fixing up to 
$179.50 an ounce and then down 
again. Frankfurt marked the 
metal up, fixing its price at 
$179.32 an ounce compared with 
yesterday's $178.18, 
Gold lost $6 overnight in Zu­ 
rich, but regained $1 of that 
during the day to close at $174. 
Financial experts have attrib­ 
uted the unprecedented rise in 
gold prices to inflation hitting 
most of the world and warned 
that the higher gold prices 
would lead in turn to higher 
prices of all other commodities 
—increasing the inflationary 
spiral.

San Anselmo Delays Action On 
Controversial Antismoking Plan 


The San Anselmo City Coun­ 
cil last night postponed adop­ 
tion of a controversial anti­ 
smoking ordinance as local 
businessmen declared the mea­ 
sure might cripple the city’s 


restaurant industry. (Another 
San Anselmo City Council sto­ 
ry, page I.) 
The council, although clearly 
concerned with the “ rights of 
nonsmokers,” delayed adoption 


of the measure until 8 p.m. 
March 12, when colleague Mar­ 
tin G. Blinder, absent last 
night, can attend. Blinder pro­ 
posed the ordinance. 
The ordinance would prohibit 


smoking in city buildings used 
for public meetings, a stipula­ 
tion that received no opposition 
last night. 
At issue is a requirement that 
all commercial or other estab­ 
lishments open to the public 
which provide seating for more 
than 20 persons set aside a 
voluntary nonsmoking section 
posted with a sign reading: 
“ The San Anselmo City Council 
has requested that we set aside 
this area for nonsmokers. Your 
cooperation is appreciated.” 


Failure to post the sign would 
represent an infraction punisha­ 
ble by up to a $500 fine, but 
customer compliance with the 
no smoking request would be 
voluntary, under the ordinance. 
Blinder wrote in a memo the 
intent of the measure is to 
“ make people aware of the fact 
they are smoking,” but some 
businessmen clearly missed 
that point last night. 
Restaurant owners and others 
claimed the measure was dis­ 
criminatory, would result in 


fights among customers, repre­ 
sented an unfair restriction of 
personal liberty and would 
drive customers away. 
“If you can’t take the smoke, 
you don’t have to go in,” de­ 
clared one tavern owner. 
Although Councilman Wood­ 
row V. Capurro said the mea­ 
sure is ambiguous and discrimi­ 
natory, colleagues appeared to 
agree with Mayor Lewis W. 
Stewart that “ the rights of 
nonsmokers have been over­ 
looked for a long time."

In Hearst Case 


Car Smashes No Precedent Found 


For Privilege Claim 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The FBI says it doesn’t know 
where kidnaped heiress Patri­ 
cia Hearst is being held, and 
the IOO agents on the case 
aren’t trying to find her. 


Charles W. Bates, the agent 
in charge of the investigation, 
told newsmen after a two-hour 
meeting with Miss Hearst’s 
father publisher Randolph A. 
Hearst and his family last night 
that the FBI was still being 
very careful. 


“ We don't know specifically 
where Patty Hearst is,” he said 
during an impromptu news eof- 
erence on the driveway of the 
Hearst mansion in suburban 
Hillsborough. 


“ And we don't intend to take 
any action to try to find out, 
because this could provoke 
some action on the part of the 
people who are holding her.” 


Bates' statement came as the 
anguished family waited for 
word from the kidnapers and 


the organizers of a free food 
giveaway tried to get a second 
distribution organized. 


Bates said he still felt Miss 
Hearst would be returned safe­ 
ly and that there was no indica­ 
tion the Symbionese Liberation 
Army had “ broken off negotia­ 
tions" as its leader threatened 
in the last tape recording re­ 
ceived by the family. 
The tape, made a week ago 
Tuesday, was the last assur­ 
ance Patricia was alive. 
The tiny sect’s self-styled 
"Field Marshal Cinque" gave 
Hearst 24 hours after the tape 
arrived Thursday to personally 
come up with $4 million more in 
free food—a demand the pub­ 
lisher said was impossible to- 
meet. The Hearst Corp. pledged 
the money, but only on the 
condition the kidnaped girl was 
first released unharmed. 
“Cinque” said talks would be 
ended and Miss Hearst treated 
as “ a prisoner of war" if the 
demand were not met. 


Fence And 
Three Buses 


Three private school buses 
and a section of chain link 
fence were smashed at 2:30 
a m. today when a car went out 
of control, San Rafael police 
reported. 
The driver, Angela Sue John­ 
son, 24, of 3 Bayview Street, 
Apt. 5, San Rafael, was treated 
at Marin General Hospital for a 
cut scalp and booked into Marin 
County Jail on suspicion of 
drunken driving. She was re­ 
leased on her own recognizance 
to appear March 6 in Marin 
Municipal Court. 
According to police, she was 
westbound on Du Bois Street 
when her car hit the fence of Isi 
Inc. at 623 Irwin Street. It 
smashed the fence and hit one 
of the buses and bounced off it, 
then hit a second bus. pushing 
that one sideways into the third 
bus. The buses are owned by 
Jamison Hall School. 3833 Red­ 
wood Highway, San Rafael, and 
stored on the lot. 
No estimate of damage 
has 
been made. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Justice Department made pub­ 
lic today a study showing that 
no instance had been uncovered 
of executive privilege being in­ 
voked in the past to deny Con­ 
gress evidence sought in any 
impeachment proceeding. 
Attorney General William B. 
Saxbe released the final three 
sections of a Justice Depart­ 
ment study being sent to the 
White House, Watergate special 
prosecutor Leon Jaworski and 
the House Judiciary committee, 
which has initiated an impeach­ 
ment inquiry against President 
Nixon. 
‘We are not aware of any 
impeachment involving a feder­ 
al official... where executive 
privilege was invoked,’’ the 
study compiled by the Justice 
Department Office of Legal 
Counsel reported. 
If the President refused Con­ 
gress information it wants, the 
study said, the Chief Justice 
while presiding over the Senate 
trial might ride either for or 
against executive privilege. 


A ruling, if in favor of execu­ 
tive privilege, could be over­ 
ruled by the Senate "following 
established custom that the 
Senate has the last word on 
admissibility of evidence,” the 
Justice Department experts 
noted. 
“ lf the President persisted in 
his refusal to comply, a consti­ 
tutional confrontation of the 
highest magnitude would en­ 
sue,” they concluded. 
On Capitol Hill, Senate Re­ 
publican leader Hugh Scott said 
President Nixon, at a meeting 
with GOP leaders this morning, 
signaled “ an atmosphere of co­ 
operation" with the Judiciary 
Committee. 
“ I believe there will be a 
desire to cooperate," Scott said 
of the President but noted Nix­ 
on emphasized that any com 
mittee request for Wrhite House 
documents would have to be 
“ relevant and reasonable.” 
He quoted Nixon as saying, 
"Everyone wants to see what 
can be worked out." 
The House committee is 


awaiting an answer to its first 
formal request for White House 
information in the impeach­ 
ment inquiry. 
That request was made Mon­ 
day in a letter which John M. 
Doar, special impeachment 
counsel for the committee, sent 
to James D. St. Clair, Nixon’s 
attorney. The action was dis­ 
closed yesterday. 
Door resisted efforts by some 
committee members to impose 
a deadline for St. Clair’s re­ 
sponse. He told members last 
week that it should take only “a 
day or two” for St. Clair to 
assemble the information.

Hospital Board Rejects 
Vocational Nurses On Pay

The Marin Hospital District 
board last night turned down 
most of the requests for pay 
increases and fringe benefits 
sought by licensed vocational 
nurses at Marin General Hospi­ 
tal, but did grant some raises. 
The vocational nurses had 
asked 6 per cent across-the- 
board raises, but the board 
gave only 5.5 per cent increases 
to those in the bottom range of 
the salary scale. 
The board’s personnel com­ 
mittee had reported that sala­ 
ries for those in the top scales 
were equal or above other Bay 
Area hospitals, according to 
Ray K. Bollinger, hospital ad­ 
ministrator. 
The vocational nurses also 
had asked a IO per cent shift 
differential pay for the after­ 
noon and night shifts, but the 
board decided that the current 


differential of 25 cents an hour 
for the afternoon and 20 cents 
for the night shift were ade­ 
quate. 
In other action, the board 
approved spending up to $10,000 
for a seismological study of the 
hospital which state officials 
have said is necessary before 
air conditioning can be in­ 
stalled. 
The board learned of two 
gifts, $3,900 from Ametek for 
video m onitoring equipm ent 
and $1,200 from Zonta (hub of 
Marin for an autotransfusion 
system.

Marin Farm Bureau Members 
Warned Of Land Use Controls 


F arm ers 
m ust 
join 
and 
strengthen local planning ef­ 
forts or face the prospect of 
dictatorial controls on land use 
imposed by federal or state 
governments, a director of the 
American Farm Bureau Feder­ 
ation warned Marin ranchers 
last night. 
Proper land use planning can 
be helpful to agriculture, Lloyd 
Sommerville told members of 
the Mann Farm Bureau at 
their annual membership meet­ 
ing. 
If “ unguided urbanization’’ 
spreads to farmland, he said, it 
can result in excessive taxa­ 
tion, problems with water or 
dust and loss (rf the best agri­ 
cultural land. 
Som m erville, who also is 
president of the Colorado Farm 
Bureau, criticized proposed 
congressional legislation which 


would force the state to prepare 
comprehensive land use plans. 
Under federal or state con­ 
trols, “your rights as property 
owners may be in jeopardy,” 
he declared “ You may be de­ 
nied the right of management 
of your own property." 


A common theme in new reg­ 
ulations, Sommerville said, is 
"the public's demand to have a 
public input into private deci­ 
sions on management of land.” 


City dwellers, “looking out 
from their smog, across the 
polluted w aterw ays, believe 
they have a vested right in the 
green grass of the country­ 
side," he said. 


He urged members of the 
agricultural community to work 
with their county supervisors, 
the state legislature and con­ 
gress to “ preserve the freedom 


to own, use and develop private 
land.”

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Tips On 
Picking 


Pickles 


How do you decide which 
style pickle to buy? Well, it 
may help to know that all 
cucumber pickles are related to 
one or another of an easily- 
remembered handful of varie­ 
ties, according to the U.S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture's Agri­ 
cultural Marketing Service. 


First is the dill pickle, fla­ 
vored primarily with the aro­ 
matic herb dill, and sometimes 
supplemented with various 
mixed spices. The dill pickle 
comes in three variations: gen­ 
uine dills, prepared by a long 
process of natural fermenta­ 
tion; processed dills, which 
start out in a brine of salt and 
water and are finished later in 
a dill solution; and the quickly 
ferm ented, 
cucum ber-dill 
“overnight” pickle. Some dill 
pickles are “ kosher” or “ ko- 
sher-style.” The term has reli­ 
gious significance in accord 
with Hebrew law, but in the 
United States has come to 
mean that the pickles are more 
highly spiced with onion and 
garlic. 


After the dill pickle comes 
the sour pickle. As with the dill, 
the cucumber is first fermented 
in a salt brine. Sour pickles are 
finished in a solution of vinegar 
and spices. Some relishes and 
piccalilli are made from sour 
pickles. 


The third basic kind of cuc­ 
umber pickle is the sweet pic­ 
kle. These start in the same 
manner as sour pickles — in a 
salt brine. They are then put 
into spicy, sweet liquors and 
aged, until the desired degree 
of sweetness is attained. 


As with many of the other 
foods you buy, the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture has U.S. 
grade standards for pickles. 
These grades help manufactur­ 
ers to properly make and ac­ 
curately label the products they 
offer for sale. 


When buying pickles, check 
the labels. This should help you 
decide whether or not the fla­ 
vorings are the types that suit 
you. Pickle prices vary from 
item to item and brand to 
brand. This is because some 
types are much more costly to 
make. Small whole cucumbers, 
long processes, and more costly 
spices and other ingredients are 
reasons for high priced items.

Spinach Adds Change Of Pace To Salads 


A delightful change of pace in 
salads and a welcome cooked 
vegetable, fresh spinach is in 
good supply right now. To help 
you choose the highest quality 
— follow these tips from the 
U.S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture’s Agricultural Marketing 
Service: 
Look for fresh, young, crisp/ 
leaves which have a good green 
color. 
Avoid spinach with coarse 
leaves, fibrous stems, yellow­ 
ish-green in color, or in a wilted 
condition. 


Try these spinach ideas: 


SAVORY SPINACH SQUARES 
4 eggs 
% cup milk 
Vt cup melted butter 
xk cup minced onion 
2 tablespoons dry parsley 
flakes 


1 teaspoon W orcestershire

COLEMAN SCHOOL FAIR 
A Starter To Role In 
San Rafael Centennial 


Her daughter’s school yard 
accident five years ago started 
San Rafael's Jean Kelly on a 
road of Parent-Teacher Asso­ 
ciation activ ities and civic 
projects that has culminated in 
her appointment as program 
chairman of this year’s San 
Rafael Centennial celebration. 
When Mary Kelly, then ll, 
fell and chipped a tooth in the 
Coleman School yard her moth­ 
er thought it would be a good 
idea to replace the paved play 
area with lawn. 
Her idea led to the organiza­ 
tion the next year of the Cole­ 
man School fair that for nearly 
12 months had nearly 300 Cole­ 
man families busy preparing 
and planning for the one-day 
event held in the summer of 
1970 in Dominican College's 
Forest Meadows 
During the months preceding 
the fair, 
Mrs. 
Kelly, 
as 
its 
chairman, manned a specially 
installed telephone in her home 
to organize the volunteers. 
A throng of 7,000 turned out 
for the fair and old fashioned 
parade down Fourth Street 
which featured 1,000 marchers 
w earing colorful turn-of-the- 
century garb. During the six 
hour event $8,000 was raised for 
the Coleman School lawn. 
But the 
Kelly family’s in­ 
volvement with that lawn was 
not quite finished, Jean Kelly 
laughingly recalled. Her son, 
Frank, then IO, tripped over a 
wire barricade protecting the 
newly planted lawn and broke 
his arm. 
Following the fair Mrs. Kelly 
was elected president of the 
Coleman School Parent-Teach­ 
er Association and the following 
year president of the Davidson 
Middle School P-TA, where she 
innovated a family night that 
attracted 750 persons 
After two years as historian 
for the local P-TA Council, she 
announced her “ retirem en t” 
last year to spend a year read­ 
ing and painting 
Mrs. Kelly 
works in oils on Sundays and 
studies Monday mornings with 
artist Gay Fahm er of San Ra­ 
fael, whom she met during the 
Coleman fair. 


B irr THIO national political 
situation last summer, she said, 
had her ‘‘almost ready to throw 
in the towel.” When the San 
Rafael 
centennial 
celebration 
was 
announced, 
she 
decided 
this was a chance to help give 
the children of San Rafael an 
understanding of history that 
could lead to a better under­ 
standing of the future. 


As a result, she helped design 
a package of plans 
for the 
centennial celebration, present­ 
ed it to the Centennial Commit-

and was appointed pro­ 
gram chairman 
That package has grown into 
a 10-day observance to begin 
May 17 and feature such events 
as a giant parade, a regatta, 
musical production written and 
produced by Paul and Val 
McMullen of San Rafael and a 
fireworks display. It is planned 
to appeal to everyone in the 
city, from children to senior 
citizens, she said. 
"W e particularly want chil­ 
dren to participate so they can 
take pride in their heritage and 
in the past," emphasized Mrs. 
Kelly, adding that her own fam­ 
ily is very much involved in the 
centennial celebration. 
Her husband, Francis X. Kel­ 
ly, partner in a San Francisco 
accounting firm and member of 
the San Rafael Board of Educa­ 
tion, is business manager for 
the McMullens’ musical ‘‘Jubi­ 
lee’ while the five Kelly chil­ 
dren, ranging in age from IO to 


15, will try-out for parts, work 
on makeup and sell centennial 
buttons. 
Mrs. Kelly, who does not be­ 
lieve in meetings (“ when people 
overmeet it wears them out’’), 
organizes the hundreds of vol­ 
unteers working on the centen­ 
nial from a telephone in the 
Centennial Committee’s office 
at City Hall or from her home.

(handicapped) child, I feel I can 
answer “Thinker’s” letter. 
Her first point was that white 
families are “ urged” to adopt 
handicapped or m ixed-race 
children. Not so! Many people 
aren’t emotionally capable of 
raising such children and wel­ 
fare workers carefully screen 
applicants, probably even more 
thoroughly than they do for 
healthy white babies. 
Her second point was the 
“ affluent” blacks should adopt 
them. The amount of money a 
family makes has little to do 
with approval for adoption. 
Much of our furniture comes 
from auction sales or thrift 
stores. Our car is eight years 
old. The year our child arrived 
from Vietnam, our total income 
was $4,000. I make ends meet 
by 
sewing all 
the fam ily 
clothes, canning our garden 
produce, etc. The most impor­ 
tant thing is knowing we have 
much love to offer a very spe­ 
cial child. 
She further stated that agen­ 
cies are prejudiced. How wrong 
she is. They want the best for 
their children.

the past year in private prac­ 
tice, Miss Gallagher said she 
has gained a view of the 
process in which women move: 
THE ANUT SALLY syn­ 
drome in which the self is 
defined in an external way. She 
has repressed jealousy and re­ 
sentment which may result in 
“ bitchiness — leaked anger”. 
This woman doesn’t dare ex­ 
press her real feelings, instead 
playing the “ good g irl” or 
“ good wife” she thinks she is 
supposed to be. 
The Earth Mother or Super- 
lady who believes she must 
make her husband well or res­ 
cue him. She must be the party 
in control. She is split between 
who she is and who she feels 
she should be and there is 
conflict between these feelings. 
The Invisible Woman who is 
giving up roles which would all 
be stereotypes such as “old 
maid” or “ superlady.” 
The Self Conscious Woman 
who moves to a position of 
choice. She is liberated to the 
extent in which she takes posi­ 
tions of choice, though she may 
have guilts, as perhaps about 
mothering. 
“THE TASK is getting in 
touch with what one wants and 
seeing it is obtainable,” she 
stated. "To free up amounts of 
energy is exciting to behold and 
I subjectively share it. 
“ Energy I get from that is 
why I do what I do — where it’s 
at for me,” Miss Gallagher 
explained. “This is a learning 
process for me, and it’s very 
exciting. I am most interested 
in finding ways of facilitating 
evolution of consciousness that 
work.” 
The counselor will present 
her identification processes of 
women’s growth encumbrances 
in a paper for the National 
Conference of Social Workers in 
May. 
The women from her private 
practice growth groups often 
enter marital therapy, she add­ 
ed. After a while the women 
come in with their husbands 
because they get curious and 
want to see what is going on. 
“The men have ploughed in like 
gangbusters,” she said. 
“ I would like to see more 
com petent men run m en’s 
growth groups because the sex­ 
ism thing is full of potential for 
men as well as women. Sex role 
stereotypes are involved in bro­ 
ken marriages," she said. 
Miss Gallagher, seated at ber 
dining room table at ber San 
Anselmo hillside home, recalled 
ber years of social work and 
changes underway in it and in 
her professional work.

work deals with women. My 
clients were mostly women. So­ 
cial work has its sexism too, 
w ith vastly disproportionate 
numbers of men in leadership. I 
had the whole penis envy trip in 
college psychology.

If 
she has been operating on 
“ standard operating proce­ 
dure” in the marriage ami then 
comes and starts to get through 
some growth blocks and gets to 
a certain point, then I’m not 
surprised to see him come.” 
Some women reached the 
point where they were able to 
risk dealing with the problem of 
a husband, she said. 
“Many men have an increas­ 
ing interest in what goes on in 
the women’s movement. They 
sense it’s important and they 
shouldn't be excluded,” she 
said.

PARENT AND CHILD 
Valuable Lessons Can Be 
Gained In Providing Care

Read the “help wanted” ads, and you 
discover there are a lot of elderly single 
persons and couples who would like someone 
to cook and provide simple care for them. 
Older high-school students and recent col­ 
lege graduates might give serious thought to 
such a job It could be one way to see another 
part of the country or even the world, 
depending upon the location. 
The lessons learned about sharing by pro­ 
viding care for another can be a cushion 
through adulthood in learning 
---------------- 
how to work in close harmony 
with others. 
Some of the job offers are 
enticing: “ Own room and bath 
Color television. Two days off a 
week. Employer provides the 
car, all you provide is a license 
and the necessary skills.” 
Most such positions require a 
knowledge of simple cooking. 
Today, such a requirem ent 
should not automatically turn 
young 
people away. 
From 
freezer to oven doesn’t take a 
chef’s skill. And many single 
men and women become very 
proficient cooks, given the time 
to learn and the means to buy 
good ingredients. 


THE BIGGEST adjustment 
for most of today’s young peo­ 
ple may be in closing the gener­ 
ation gap. So few families now 
include older aunts or grandpas 
that it may take a little time 
until someone under 30 discov­ 
ers that just because his or her

Jurors View Gun Test For Trial

As 12 women jurors huddled 
in a stiff wind at the edge of the 
Marin Civic Center parking lot 
yesterday, a man pointed a 
pistol at a pile of dirt and 
pulled the trigger. 
“ Phfffft.” went the gun. 
The man, investigator Robert 
Renn of the district attorney's 
office, took another gun, aimed 
and fired. It went, "crack.” 
The jurors, plus Superior 
Court Judge Henry J. Broder­ 
ick, court aides, spectators, at­ 
torneys and defendant William 
Reed Lane, 38, had left Broder­ 
ick's courtroom to stand under 
blustery, leaden skies for the 
test-firing of a gun purportedly 
seized in a drug raid on a 
Belvedere home. 
Besides four drug charges — 
including possessing four gal­ 
lons of potent hashish oil for 
sale — Lane is on trial for 
possessing a firearm silencer. 
Yesterday's demonstration 
was asked by the prosecuting 
attorney. Deputy Dist. Atty. 
Girard R. Courteau. to deter­ 
mine whether the tube-like de­ 
vice on the end of the .22- 


caliber automatic pistol actual­ 
ly was a silencer. 
Renn fired both the gun re­ 
portedly found under a mat­ 
tress at the house where Lane 
was arrested in July, and a 
similar gun from his own gun 
collection. 
Three times he shot each gun, 
and three times the jury heard 
each sound —a sharp crack 
from Renn's gun and a spitting 
sound from the other. 
The demonstration was the 
final evidence presented by 
Courteau in a trial which al­ 
ready has .spanned eight days. 
Defense attorney J. Tony Ser- 
ra then began the defense case 
by calling Lane’s mother, Cy- 
villa Miholovich of Novato. 
She described her son’s child­ 
hood and several jobs he has 
held — merchant marine, car­ 
penter and construction worker. 
Mrs. Miholovich was due to 
resume the witness stand to­ 
day, to be followed by a San 
Quentin inmate, Victor Sharp. 
Serra said he intends to use 
Sharp’s testimony to impeach 
the prosecution’s star witness 
— undercover informant Wes­ 


ley Schlagel, who testified last 
week.

Proposition Offers 
A Transit Windfall

SACRAMENTO - A little- 
noticed provision in a statewide 
proposition on the June ballot 
could allow Marin to increase 
greatly the amount of money 
available for transit. 


But rapid action would be 
necessary to get a companion 
measure on the local ballot for 
the county to use the funds 
immediately for transit if the 
statewide proposition passes. 
Unless the county supervisors 
act within a week it probably 
will be too late to put the local 
measure on the ballot. 
The result of the delay, if the 
statewide proposition passes, 
would be that the county would 
lose six months of eligibility to 
use the funds for transit until 
the local measure could go on 
the' November general election 
ballot. The alternative would be 
a costly special election. 


The state proposition, No. 5 
on the ballot, would allow diver­ 
sion of motor vehicle tax reve­ 
nue to transit. 


Nixon Is Asked 
Again To Resign 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Rep 
Richard Vander Veen, D-Mich., 
who won Vice President Gerald 
Ford s old House seat in a 
heavily Republican district, 
yesterday accused President 
Nixon of making a mockery of 
the Presidency 


In his first formal address 
since being sworn in last 
Wednesday, he urged delegates 
to tile National Students Lobby 
to work hard for other Demo­ 
crats seeking office. 


Vander Veen, the first Demo­ 
cratic congressman from the 
district since 1910, told his 
youthful listeners that he is 
“ more convinced than ever” 
that Nixon owes it to the coun 
try to resign. 


He’s trampled on our Consti­ 
tution and he’s made a mock­ 
ery of an office which I hold 
dear," he said 


The state constitution has 
limited the use of such revenue 
to road purposes since 1938.

The proposition, 
however, was drafted to allow 
counties to put the local com­ 
panion measures on the same 
ballot in June, 
Marin voters also will face a 
local measure to increase the 
property tax rate for transit 
from a nickel to 25 cents per 
HOO assessed valuation. The 
additional $1.6 million to be 
raised initially would buy more 
buses for local service, then 
cover their operating deficits, 
according to the county’s staff. 
Proposition 5 would permit 
diversion of gas tax revenues to 
build “ exclusive public mass 
transit guideways” and related 
fixed facilities such as stations, 
but exclude maintenance and 
operating costs and purchase of 
transit vehicles. The “ guide 
ways” could include exclusive 
rights-of-way for some sort of 
vehicle that would run on regu 
lar streets as well. 
The tax revenues could be 
used to buy land for transit 
routes, and to up to 25 per erat 
of available revenues could be 
used to finance voter-approved 
transit bonds. This could permit 
indirect financing of purchases 
of transit vehicles for the guide 
way system. 
The state's seven-cent tax on 
fuel last year raised $1,816,0*3 
for the county and $1,425,244 for 
its cities, for a total of almost 
$3.3 million. 
The county’s election office 
said the absolute deadline to 
put such a measure on the local 
ballot is March 22, but the 
“ practical” deadline because of 
time needed to prepare the 
ballot is next Wednesday.

SAN FRANCISCO - Gretch- 
en Hayden won her court fight 
yesterday to keep her private 
railroad car out of the clutches 
of Internal Revenue Service 
agents.

IRS agents confiscated the 
car in 1972, saying they would 
sell it for part of the $42,480 
they claimed the elder Hayden 
owed in taxes.

The car, built in 1893 and 
formerly owned by the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Line, 
was given to Miss Hayden by 
her mother, Catherine Hayden, 
the young woman said.

Behr said the GOP "believes 
in the individual, believes in 
private enterprise," while the 
Democratic Party “ views with 
distrust and suspicion the free 
enterprise system.” 
Republicans, he declared, 
“ want to give people a hand up, 
rather than simply a handout.” 
He cautioned against what he 
termed a tendency “ to follow 
the leader,” 
Behr said his opponent for the 
nomination in June, Sonoma 
County Supervisor Robert 
Thriller, was “ very worthy." 
The senator said, “ I am run­ 
ning scared.” 


He added that while he will 
appear on the ballot as an 
incumbent. “ I’m not so sure in 
this election year that I'm 
pleased about that.” 
Behr said he had assured the 
North Coast lumber industry, 
which is suspicious of him be­ 
cause of his strong environmen­ 
tal record, that he is “ educable 
but not trainable” to the indus­ 
try’s problems.

Polished Playing By Symphony

The Marin Symphony gave a 
generally fine performance last 
night at the Marin Veterans 
Memorial Building under the 
direction of M aestro Sandor 
Salgo.

Crossing At 
Grant To Be 
Maintained 


A plan to close the Grant 
Avenue railroad crossing was 
abandoned by the Novato City 
Council last night after protests 
by merchants. 
The council had planned to 
close the Grant Avenue cross­ 
ing and instead have a crossing 
of the N orthwestern P acific 
Railroad tracks at Sweetser Av­ 
enue, as part of the Highway 
101 bypass project.

No one spoke in 
favor of the closing. 
Public Works Director Robert 
B. Pedroncelli, citing opposition 
by m erchants, recom m ended 
last week that the Sweetser 
crossing be deleted from the 
freeway agreement and the city 
start discussion with the rail­ 
road company to upgrade the 
Grant crossing. 
The upgrading would consist 
primarily of installation of au­ 
tomatic gates to work in con- 
juction with existuig flashing 
signals, he said.

sion. He said more overall plan­ 
ning is needed to integrate the 
library into plans for other city 
offices at Central School, ac­ 
cording to Janet Tracy, acting 
city clerk. 
Lee gave councilmen “ an op­ 
timistic” cost estimate for the 
building of $35 per square foot. 
The library is proposed for 
7,000 square feet. 
He said architectural draw­ 
ings could be complete in four 
to eight months and that con­ 
struction would require about 
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eight months. Allowing time for 
city review of plans, construc­ 
tion could not be complete for 
more than a year, he said. 
The city’s library fund cur­ 
rently contains $234,000. At the 
end of the fiscal year in June, it 
is expected to be hiked to $255,- 
000 through interest, contribu­ 
tions and property taxes. 
Councilmen rejected two oth­ 
er site plans that would have 
placed the building either in the 


center or northeast comer of 
the eastern lot.

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As the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee wrestles with the ques­ 
tion of impeachment of the 
president, 
the 
scales 
are 
weighted with dross on one 
balance and gold on the other. 


The dross is the sorry story 
of Watergate, of campaign 
crookedness, of invasion of citi­ 
zens’ privacy, of concealment 
of crimes on the twin excuses 
of re-electing the president and 
protecting national security. 


The gold is the record of the 
Nixon administration in foreign 
affairs. He has pierced the iron 
and bamboo curtains, and if 
what we see behind them is not 
often to our liking, at least we 
have thawed the “ cold war’’ 
and abandoned a strange isola­ 
tionism which denied the exist­ 
ence of a half-billion Chinese. 


DO THE administration’s ac­ 
complishments in foreign rela­ 
tions outweigh the shoddy story 
of crime and concealment on 
its behalf at home? If so, how 


can it be argued that Richard 
M. Nixon has failed his trust 
and should be impeached to 
stand trial before the Senate? 
President Nixon himself has 
stressed his activities in world 
affairs, both as evidence of his 
administration’s success and as 
an alibi for not knowing what 
was going on in the White 
House and the Committee To 
Re-elect the President. 
His attention, he has said 
repeatedly, was focused in 1972 
on great affairs of state — and 
especially on “ bringing peace 
to America and peace to the 
world’’ — rather than on his re­ 
election campaign. 
That being the case, should 
not we “ put Watergate behind 
us’’ and give the president a 


vote of confidence rather than 
considering his impeachment? 


HOWEVER, 
Sen. 
Lowell 
Weicker, Connecticut Republi­ 
can who is a member of the 
Senate Watergate Committee, 
has challenged Mr. Nixon’s 
claim. He accompanied a se­ 
ries of Watergate-related ques­ 
tions he sent the president on 
Feb. 5 — and which have never 
been answered — with a copy 
of the White House log showing 
with whom Mr. Nixon met from 
June 20 to July 21, 1972 — right 
after the Watergate break-in. 


An analysis of that log brings 
an interesting picture. 


During that month, the presi­ 
dent spent a total of 151 min­ 
utes in private conversations 


with Henry Kissinger, the man 
who was almost single-handed­ 
ly conducting foreign affairs. 
But he spent a total of 2,551 
minutes in private conversa­ 
tions with H. R. Haldemann, 
744 minutes with Charles W. 
Colson, 734 minutes with John 
Ehrlichmann — all Watergate 
figures. 
The longest session with Kis­ 
singer shown in the log for this 
period was 42 minutes. But Mr. 
Nixon had meetings of 148, 136, 
126, 115, 107, 105, 103 and IOO 
minutes with Haldemann, and 
of 114 and 95 minutes with 
Ehrlichmann. 


THE LOG RAISES this ques 
tion: 
Which was of more import­ 
ance to President Nixon, de­ 
manding more of his time: the 
conduct of foreign affairs or his 
re-election? 
The answer has bearing on 
how he regards the presidency 
— and therefore on his im­ 
peachment.

Powerful Communist State

WASHINGTON — The Kremlin’s forci­ 
ble expulsion of Alexander Solzhenitsyn 
is an act of fear and an unwilling 
confession. 


The Sov iet leaders were afraid to take 
his life, and they were afraid to let him 
live — in his own country. Their only 
alternative was compulsory exile in the 
hope that the influence of Russia’s great­ 
est living writer and apostle of freedom 
would wither and wane out of his home­ 
land. 


An unwilling confession? There are 
actually three of them, and they become 
blazingly clear in the Solzhenitsyn affair. 


FIRST, IT SHOWS that a Communist 
dictatorship simply cannot cope with 
freedom, that the most powerful Commu­ 
nist regime in the world feels its survival 
so endangered that it does not dare allow 
one lone voice of dissent speaking the 
truth to the Russian people. 


Second, it shows that Soviet Communist 
totalitarianism is the blood brother of 
czarist totalitarianism, that to secure its 
control over its people the Communist 
rulers have to rely on the same instru­ 
ments of terror and censorship as the 
czarist rulers used before them — exile, 
execution and prison labor. 
Third, it shows that abiding repression 
is not just an occasional aberration of 
Communist rule which ultimately will go 
away; it is a natural and inescapable 
companion. 


CZAR NICHOLAS exiled Lenin, and 
Lenin exiled Trotsky, and Stalin killed off 
most of his party colleagues. 
And today the Kremlin does not dare 
let Solzhenitsyn live in his homeland lest 
the truth he is telling about Soviet history 


THE PEOPLE'S SCHOOLS 


T ilt STATE GIVES school districts 
great leeway in what they teach A rigid 
-et of state requirements, some of which 
were non sensual, were repealed by the 
Miller Act in 1968 But the act called for 
each school district to have a course of 
study available* for public inspection so 
(lie people would have some way to find 
out what was taught their children. 
The results have not been altogether 
satisfactory’ What appears on the course 
of study as a high school class in 
American literature, for example, may 
be something altogether different, de­ 
pending on tin* whim of the teacher 
The late George Miller Jr. recognized 
that in drafting his 1968 bill It provided 
that each school board "shall adopt 
minimum academic standards for grad­ 
uation from the high schools," thus 
enforcing some control over what was 
taught. And it directed the State Board of 
Education to prepare a model set of 
minimum standards. 
The latter requirement, however, was 
repealed in 1972 by a bill introduced by 
Assemblyman Leory F Greene, D-Sacra- 
mento, which left it up to local boards to 
adopt whatever standards they desire. 
Most of them have merely required 
completion of certain courses specified in 
their adopted course of study

board of every school district shall en

known to too many. 
One of the most revealing byproducts 
of the exile of Solzhenitsyn is the way the 
Communist parties in Western Europe 
has responded. They are very pained, 
unhappy and considerably critical of the 
action. 
Why? Why should these Communists 
object to Communist repression? The 
reason is that the Communist parties in 
Italy and France and Belgium and else­ 
where in Western Europe know that the 
only way they can come to power is by 
persuading the voters of these countries 
that, if elected, they would use only 
democratic means to govern. That’s what 
Salvadore Allende told the Chileans. 
That’s what Fidel Castro told the Cubans. 
That's what Lenin once told the Russians. 
But once in power Castro refused to 
hold the democratic elections he prom­ 
ised: and after Allende constitutionally 
won office by a minority vote, he began 
to put his opponents under duress, censor 
the press, and suffocate the freedoms he 
bud once carefully appeared to support. 


THIS IS WHY the Western European 
Communist leaders venture some gentle 
criticism of "Soviet censorship" and 
"lack of creative freedom in the Soviet 
Union.” 
They do not dare expose their hand on 
their way to win power they only expose 
their true colors after acquiring power. 
This is the truth which should come 
home to people every where in the world 
where they can still choose the kind of 
government they want — the truth that 
repression is the inevitable accompani­ 
ment of Communist rule, not a departure 
from it.

NEARLY EVERYONE, it seems to 
me, is more optimistic about the long 
pull. Perhaps this is living in a fool’s 
paradise, for the permanent revision of 
ways of life is not going to be easy.

When 
it becomes a matter of choice rather than 
of necessity, if it does, to conserve fuel 
and invest heavily in alternative sources, 
th** outlook must be less confident. 
Yet this remains the age of the impos­ 
sible, the unbelievable. It may be that 
down the years, we will be able to evolve 
a .society with less fevered growth, less 
waste of energy. less catering to selfish­ 
ness and sense-satisfaction, more aware­ 
ness of deeper and sounder values, more 
quality. 
If ever there was a time of revolution­ 
ary’ change in American experience, this 
is it. Yet in many respects — as in other 
revolutionary times — it feels quite 
normal. That is good We can look the 
impossible in the eye and not only live 
with it but learn from it and progress by 
it.

I, California employers 
have been operating under the state’s 
new OSHA, as mandated by the federal 
government. Cal-OSHA was enacted in 
1973 to assure "safe and healthful work 
mg conditions for all California working 
men and women by enforcement of 
effective standards". 
More than 400,000 employers and seven 
million employes are covered; any em­ 
ployer who hires even one person comes 
under OSHA. The only exception is do­ 
mestic workers: OSHA does not apply to 
maids, babysitters, gardeners, etc. 
Implementation of Cal-OSHA is divided 
into three parts: 
The OSHA Standards Board establishes 
and up-dates safety and health regula­ 
tions; the Division of Industrial Safety, 
with 203 safety engineer-inspectors, is the 
police arm, and the OSHA Appeals Board 
conducts hearings and makes final nil-

OSHA SAFETY INSPECTORS can pull 
an inspection on any employer’s facilities 
at any time during a working day, 
without advance notice. A person found 
guilty of giving an employer advance 
notice of an inspection can be fined 
*1.000. 
If an inspector finds what he deems an 
unsafe or unhealthy situation, he issues a 
citation setting a time limit by which the 
hazard must be abated. 
Minor violations can bring fines up to 
$1,000. Serious violations must be as­ 
sessed civil penalties of $1,000. 
lf an employer feels a citation is 
unwarranted or unfair, he can petition 
the OSHA Appeals Board. To date, the 
three-member board has received 55 
appeals. 
Complaints against an employer may 
be made in secret by any employe or 
employe representative. The reason for 
such secrecy is to protect the informer 
from the irate employer. However, that 
secrecy could also invite spite calls and 
anonymous harassment. 


EM PLOYE SAFETY is. and should be, 
a matter of prime concern and care. But 
there are some aspects of OSHA that 
could easily evolve into police-state 
weapons 
It will be mainly the responsibility of 
the OSHA Appeals Board to see that does 
not happen, to make sure that the pro­ 
gram is administered honestly and equi­ 
tably. The three present members and 
the executive secretary have committed 
themselves to that end They are: 
Ford B. Ford, a career civil servant 
and former state secretary of resources; 
Monroe Browne, a retired contractor and 
rancher; Jerry Shearin, 30 years a 
teamster union official, and Eagan, exec­ 
utive secretary, a onetime newspaper 
editor. 
Those men will keep a proper balance 
to OSHA. But it is what happens when

Then they sped southward, 
passing cars stopped for the 
light at Diablo Avenue on the 
shoulder on the right side and 
then pulling out in front of 
them. This same maneuver has 
earned traffic tickets for other 
drivers. 


ANYONE WHO HAS lived 
closely with animals, especially 
dogs, gives them credit for 
nearly human intelligence. 
A pup early learns to adapt to 
his master’s life. It has been 
proven many times that dogs 


can understand quite a few 
words, phrases and sentences. 
Some even attempt to answer 
their masters. 
Some people, though, give the 
animal credit for more intellig­ 
ence than it possesses. They 
assume that the dog can think 
ahead and reason. 
Maybe that is why they allow 
the animal to ride loose in the 
rear of a pickup truck. Most 
dogs love to ride in cars, and 
many like to ride in the rear of 
pickup trucks so that the fresh 
air can blow by their nostrils. 
Their owners forget that they 
are still dogs, subject to dog 
influences. 
The sight of another dog, or a 
cat, or some other distraction 
can cause them to jump out. 


A FOREST KNOLLS couple 
found this out the hard way 
recently. Their dog jumped out 
of a pickup truck near Redding 
while the family was en route 
to Oregon. 
They discovered their loss in 
Oregon and backtracked look­ 
ing for their dog. 
Luck was with them. The 
Humane Society there got the 
injured dog and the local paper 
ran a picture of it and the 
license tag from Marin County. 
The humane society was 
trying to locate the dog’s owner 
when the couple showed up and 
claimed to having seen the pub­ 
licity. 
This was a rare case that had 
a happy ending. By far the 
majority do not. 


WINDOW ON THE WORLD 
Bangladesh Recognition 
Stirs Little Enthusiasm

For Pakistani Prime Minister 
Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, it was a 
difficult moment. “ In the name 
of Allah and on behalf of the 
peoples of this country,” he 
said, " I declare that we are 
recognizing Bangladesh ” 
Later, he added: 
" I don’t say I like this deci­ 
sion. 
" I don’t say my heart is 
happy.” 
IT WAS FORMAL recognition 
of a reality of more than two 
years standing. The independ­ 
ent state of Bangladesh, form­ 
erly East Pakistan, was bom in 
December, 1971, three weeks 
after India intervened on the 
side of the separatists in their 
bloody battle to break away 
from West Pakistan. 
Bhutto's announcement gave 
the summit conference of near­ 
ly 40 Moslem nations at Lahore, 
Pakistan, its most dramatic 
moment, of special significance 
for its demonstration of a new 
unity among the world's 500 
million Moslems and their de­ 
clared intention to play a 
greater role in both the world's 
economy and its politics. 
Within hours of the Bhutto 
announcement. Sheik Mujibur 
Rahman, prime minister of 
Bangladesh, arrived by special 
plane to represent the 70 mil­ 
lion Bengali Moslems of Bang­ 
ladesh at the conference. It was 
his first time in Pakistan since 
tieing held prisoner there under 
threat of execution. 
RECOGNITION OF BANG­ 
LADESH would mean an ex­ 
change of diplomats and, pre­ 
sum ably, resum ption of 
telephone, mail and other com 
munications links. 


Monagan Holds 
Off On Decision 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - 
Former Assembly Speaker 
Robert T. Monagan yesterday 
postponed indefinitely an an­ 
nouncement on whether he will 
be a candidate for the Republi­ 
can nomination for state Trea­ 
surer. 
Monagan, assistant secretary 
of the U S. Department of 
Transportation, said in a state­ 
ment released in Sacramento 
that he was delaying announce­ 
ment of his political plans "be­ 
cause a few questions have not 
yet been resolved relating to 
my potential candidacy." 
Monagan, who resigned his 
Assembly seat last year to ac­ 
cept the federal appointment, 
earlier had scheduled an an­ 
nouncement for today. 


To Sacramento 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Msgr. 
John S. Cummins has been 
named Roman Catholic auxilia­ 
ry bishop of Sacramento, Cal., 
by Pope Paul VI, the U.S. 
Catholic Conference announced 
yesterday.

Two years after the war, 
Mujibur Rahman still is re­ 
vered as the "father" of his 
country. And there is no one on 
the horizon to replace him. 
"Mujib” , as he is known, is a 
gentle man who presides over a 
nation of jealous, scheming bu­ 
reaucrats, of rampant corrup­ 
tion, unrelenting poverty and of 
a population among which vio­ 
lence lies just beneath the sur­ 
face. 
He shrugs his shoulders and 
declares he has no Aladdin’s 
lamp, and adds that he is giv­ 
ing his people true democracy. 
But others see it another way. 
SIN C E IN D E P E N D E N C E 
there have been more than 
2.000 recorded killings, many of 
them politically motivated. 
Maj. Mohammed Abdul Jalil, 
former guerrilla leader who 
broke away from Sheikh Mu- 
jib’s Awami party to help form 
a Marxist-Leninist opposition 
party, says there will be more 
killings.

Probation Ban Bill 
Killed In Assembly 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
Senate-passed bill to bar judges 
from granting probation to her­ 
oin peddlers and gun-carrying 
criminals has been killed by the 
Assembly Crim inal Justice 
Committee. 
Im m ediately after the 2-4 
committee vote yesterday, the 
California Peace Officers asso­ 
ciation announced it will mount 
an initiative campaign to place 
a similar measure on the Nov. 5 
ballot. 
During two extensive hear­ 
ings, Attorney General Evelle 
J. Younger and other law en­ 
forcement officials said there 
are no circumstances when a 
judge should grant probation to 
a heroin pusher or a person 
who commits a violent crime 
with a gun. 
Coleman Blease, spokesman 
for the American Civil Liberties 
Union, testified against the 
measure yesterday, saying the 
bill will “ take the mercy out of 
justice.” 
Blease said judges have not 
abused their discretion to grant 
probation in unusual cases. 
“This is an uncivilized, unmer­ 
ciful bill ... which is exploitive 
of irrational fears of the com­ 
munity,” he said. 
The bill »SB237i by Sen. Fred 
Marler. R-Redding, would re­ 
quire mandatory prison terms 
for persons convicted of selling 
heroin or cocaine or using a 
firearm to com mit serious 
crimes such as kidnaping, rape 
and murder. It also would deny 
probation to ex-felons who are 
caught carry ing a firearm. 
"I believe there are certain 
crimes so severe that probation 
should never be granted,” 
Younger said 
Los Angeles Supenor Court 
Judge George M. Dell testified 
yesterday that judges rarely 
use their discretion to grant 
probation to heroin sellers or 
criminals who use firearms. 
But he said such leeway should 
be permitted in unusual cases 
where rehabilitation is possible.

3 Accused 
Of Transit 
Conspiracy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Gen­ 
eral Motors, Standard Oil and 
Firestone Rubber and Tire Co. 
purposely destroyed rapid tran­ 
sit in Los Angeles during the 
past 35 years, Mayor Thomas 
Bradley charged today. 
In testimony submitted to a 
Senate antitrust committee in a 
letter, Bradley said the three 
companies “in a very calculat­ 
ed fashion,” destroyed the 
world's largest interurban elec­ 
tric railway system. It provided 
swift, inexpensive and pollu­ 
tion-free commuting in an area 
now almost totally dependent 
on the automobile, be said. 
Bradley did not appear in 
person before the committee, 
which is considering a bill to 
set up a commission to recom­ 
mend ways to break up giant 
corporations that dominate en­ 
tire industries. 
B radley testified that two 
years after GM, Standard Oil 
and Firestone organized Pacific 
Transit Lines in 1938, the firm 
began to acquire and scrap the 
Pacific Electric System, which 
ran trolleys over 1,164 miles of 
track in more than 50 communi­ 
ties, stretching 75 miles north, 
south and east of Los Angeles. 
The downtown street car 
company was acquired by an­ 
other subsidiary of the big 
three firms, he said, and it 
scrapped the electric cars, tore 
down the power transmission 
lines, uprooted the tracks “ and 
placed GM diesel buses fueled 
by Standard Oil on Los Angeles 
city streets.” 
“ As you can see from these 
series of historical events,” 
Bradley said, “the destruction 
of a system in Los Angeles with 
over 1,000 miles of tracks took 
place in a very calculated fash­ 
ion.” 
Bradley said the conviction of 
the three firms in 1949 on crimi­ 
nal conspiracy and monopoly 
charges resulted in a $5,000 fine 
for GM but did not stop the 
elimination of electric-powered 
transit systems. 
A subcommittee spokesman 
said GM and the other U.S. 
automakers have been invited 
to testify March 26-28 to give 
their side of the story. 
In Los Angeles, Oscar A. 
Lundin, General Motors execu­ 
tive vice president, said it was 
“ completely untrue” that GM 
conspired to kill off fixed rail 
transportation systems to re­ 
place them with buses and in­ 
crease the market for autos. 
“ Many of those fixed rail 
transportation systems around 
the country were in deep finan­ 
cial trouble” in the years just 
after World War ll when the 
alleged conspiracy took place, 
he said. 
Responding to Bradley's de­ 
mand that GM should spin off 
its bus and rail transit opera­ 
tions because of conflict of in­ 
terest with the automaking op­ 
erations, Lundin said, “There is 
absolutely no conflict of inter­ 
est. We don't think breaking 
them off from GM will help —it 
will hurt.” 
Lundin told a meeting of 500 
local business and civic leaders 
that General Motors is gearing 
up to meet the demand for 
smaller cars that get better 
mileage and “ by the start of 
the 1975 model year, GM will 
have the capability to produce 
more than 2 million small cars 
annually, an increase of 70 per 
cent over 1973.”

Early Detection Could Prevent 
Most Cases Of Kidney Failure 


A large number of children and adults 
require an artificial kidney (hemodialysis) or 
a kidney transplant to remain alive. They 
have pyelonephritis, a smoldering renal infec­ 
tion that ultimately destroys the organs and 
causes high blood pressure and uremia. 
All of this might have been prevented, had 
the original infection been recognized early 
and treated properly. Unfortunately, many of 
these people had no idea that the kidneys 
were involved because symptons were mini­ 
mal. 
---------------- 
IN CHILDREN, urinary tract 
infections are common. They 
tend to recur and are serious 
especially when the causative 
bacteria spread upwards and 
threaten the kidneys. It is an 
extremely annoying affliction 
when the youngster develops 
frequency of urination along 
with stinging and burning while 
voiding. Some have fever, other 
do not; the condition is easily 
confused with an ordinary cold. 
Most of the victims are be­ 
tween 2 and IO years of age, 
and the majority are girls. Be­ 
cause the manifestations are 
minimal and unless the condi­ 
tion is suspected, the diagnosis 
may be delayed for weeks or 
years leading to irreparable 
damage. 
The urine usually contains 
pus cells and bacteria. The 
genitalia must be cleaned thor­ 
oughly before collecting the 
specimen to avoid contamina­ 
tion with germs that have noth­ 
ing to do with the infection. 
Urine cultures pinpoint the cau­ 
sative bacteria. Laboratory 
studies then determine the most 
effective urinary antiseptic or 
antibiotic. 
TREATMENT OF the first 
attack usually is continued for 
two weeks. The urine is cul­ 
tured and studied at frequent 
intervals thereafter to deter­ 
mine whether the infection has 
returned. Should the infection 
recur, it is likely to be a new 
infection, not a relapse. Addi­ 
tional diagnostic tests often are 
recommended. 
These include special X-rays 
and looking inside the bladder 
with the cystoscope. The physi­ 
cian wants to know whether 
there is a reflux of urine from 
the bladder into the tubes (ure­ 
ters) leading to the kidneys. He 
also wants to rule out an ob­ 
struction or other defect in the 
urinary tract. Continuous treat­ 
ment for a minimum of six 
weeks is advisable. If abnor­ 
malities of the urinary tract 
coexist, surgery may be need­ 
ed.

The Strong Odor 
Of Commercialism 


At one time it could be called creeping commer­ 
cialism in sports. But now it must be called 
cascading commercialism. It’s here, and it’s here 
in a very big way. 
The biggest item to go commercial is Hank 
Aaron’s 715th home run. His next clout, the 714th, 
will tie Babe Ruth but the really big one will be 
the homer that surpasses the Babe’s total. The 
commercial part of this saga concerns the where­ 
abouts of the fence the bail sails over. 
If San Diego’s Padres had moved to Washington 
as planned, the Braves would have opened the 
season against the Giants at Candlestick Park. 
Since the Padres remained, an alternate schedule 
was used and now the Braves open the season 
with three games in Cincinnati before returning 
home to Atlanta. 


THOSE FIRST TH REE games are supposed to 
be as important as the last three of the season. At 
least that’s what more than one manager has said 
in one of the oft repeated quotes that always 
manage to drift out of spring training camps. 
But Atlanta president Bill Bartholomay wanted 
to get his nomination into the absurdity-of-the- 
year balloting and announced Aaron would not be 
in the starting lineup for those three games in 
Cincinnati. Bartholomay feels he owes it to the 
Atlanta fans to let them witness Aaron’s record 
home runs. Not going with his best, Bartholomay 
would rather reduce the first three games to 
exhibitions, games to show how the Braves could 
do without Hank Aaron in the lineup. 


BOWIE KUHN, THE QUIET commissioner of 
baseball, will be pushed into action, and that's no 
easy thing to do. I don’t think Kuhn will stand for 
such foolishness from Bartholomay. It’s not the 
commissioner’s place to tell baseball general 
managers who to play and who not to play — in 
normal situations. But this is no normal situation. 
It’s such a shame to take any of the luster from 
Aaron’s feat of becoming the best home run hitter 
of all time. Holding him out of the lineup for three 
road games so he can return to Atlanta and help 
sell out the stadium smacks of far too much 
commercialism. That's more than any baseball 
belly can bear without turning over. 
That’s why I think Aaron will be in the starting 
lineup April 4 in Cincinnati and again on April 6 
and 7. Who knows? Maybe he will be instructed to 
shorten his swing and punch the ball to right field. 
Can you imagine Aaron without that snappy- 
wristed swing? 
KUHN, AFTER MAKING an announcement last 
week that the Braves will “ do their very best’’ in 
their first three games of the ’74 season, said he 
planned a meeting shortly with Atlanta owner 
Bartholomay, general manager Eddie Robinson 
and manager Eddie Mathews. 
Bowie might not have the power to order Aaron 
into the lineup, but there is a phrase “ conduct 
detrimental to baseball’’ which he might hang out. 
That sounds like just about the right phrase for 
the situation. 
To make matters worse, Cincinnati, division 
winner last year, is being picked by most observ­ 
ers to repeat as National League West champ. 
Playing against an Aaron-less Braves team will be 
an advantage over contenders such as the Giants, 
Dodgers and Astros. 


FOR MORE SOUNDS of commercialism, Mag- 
navox announced the first promotion to feature 
Aaron since the company signed him last month to 
a $1 million contract. It’s the Hank Aaron “ 715 
Stakes,” in which participants fill out entry blanks 
and try to guess the inning in which Hank 
hammers his 715th. Those guessing the right 
inning have a chance to win first prize of $25,000 
and a bunch of other prizes. 
What are they doing to baseball? Instead of the 
smell of peanuts and beer I ’m starting to get the 
odor of wires and machinery. That’s the smell of 
commercialism.

OAKLAND (UPI) - When 
Rick Barry performs to his 
capability, there aren't many 
better players in pro basket­ 
ball. 
Last night, Barry had the 
kind of game people expect him 
to have every night.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Al­ 
most two-thirds of the members 
of the National Football League 
Players Association have voted 
to authorize a strike against the 
league if necessary, an associa­ 
tion official said last night. 
Ed Garvey, executive direc­ 
tor of the association, said that 
ballots had been mailed three 
weeks ago to the group’s 1.220 
members, nearly all the play­ 
ers in the league. 


Two-thirds of the ballots have 
been returned so far, Garvey 
said, and "they are virtually 
unanimous to authorize a strike 
if necessary." 
The ballots did not set a 
strike deadline, nor did they 
advise the membership of what 
the association would consider 
a strike situation. Garvey de­ 
clined to discuss the associa­ 
tion's negotiating goals. 
But Buffalo Bills’ running 
back O. J. Simpson, who is not 
a member of the association, 
said Monday night the players’ 
greatest objections are to a rule 
requiring compensation for the 
v ictimized club when an athlete 
plays out his option and signs 
with another team. The rule 
was instituted by Commissioner 
Pete Rozelle. 
Simpson, who set an NFL 
record last season with 2,003 
yards rushing, also said, “ I 
think there's a good chance of a 
strike in the National Football 
League. The players are ready 
for some changes." 
Simpson said his reasons for 
not joining the association were 
personal and despite them he 
supported the group's aims.

Electronic Devices 
For Boating Needs 


I’ve just finished putting together a present I 
bought myself for Christmas. It’s a device which 
steps up the 12-volt direct current of a boat’s 
battery to 117-volt 60-cycle alternating current as 
supplied to homes and industry. 
It comes in kit form and takes two evenings to 
assemble — not the seven weeks it has taken me 
in the past. It costs just over $100. It is called a 
power inverter. 
_____________________ 
The idea is not new. What is 
new is that this device will give 
enough power to run most home 
appliances. It delivers 500 watts 
of power which will run a telev­ 
ision set (black and white, or 
color), shavers, electric drills 
and saws, kitchen appliances 
(such as mixers, blenders and 
can openers) and entertainment 
equipm ent like phonographs 
and tape recorders). 
And it provides enough power 
to run a few of them simulta­ 
neously. 
Things it won t run are a 
compressor-type refrigerator — 
the motor needs a very heavy 
starting current. Nor will it run 
heating devices, such as elec­ 
tric kettles. They need 1,350 to 
1.500 watts of power, or clothes 
dryers, which need 5.000 watts 
or more. 
This is only one of several 
new electronic devices pitched 
to the boater. Many of them 
also come in kit form which 
cuts the price considerably. 
Most kit assemblies are well 
within the scope of the average 
handyman. 
Other news in marine elec­ 
tronics is the support the Fed­ 
eral Communications Commis­ 
sion is giving manufacturers to 
push the new-style radiotele­ 
phones which operate in the 
frequency m odulation bands. 
This is to ease the pressure on 
the old standard marine bands 
which are so congested with 
inconsequential chit-chat that a 
boater who wants to make an 
emergency call to the Coast 
Guard is hard pressed to yell 
his way in. 
Marine electronics is a thriv­ 
ing industry As more boaters 
get new gadgets, we get qi*s- 
tions. 
Q. Is a depth finder worth 
the money for a small runa­ 
bout boat? 
A. If you operate in an area 
where running aground could 
cause serious damage — what 
do YOU think? You can get a 
good one for well under HOO. 
There’s a new one this year 
that works either off a boat’s

battery or dry cells. It’s really 
pitched to the angler who is 
working small inland lakes. 


Q. Are the new UHF-FM 
radiotelephones more expen­ 
sive than the old marine band 
phones? 


A. Ifs just the same differ­ 
ence as between old-fashioned 
standard broadcast AM (ampli­ 
tude modulation) radio and FM 
(frequency modulation) radio. 
There s better speech quality, 
no static, less interference, 
much more “ space” in the 
band for more channels. The 
only disadvantage is the FM 
transmissions are limited to 
line of sight. 
Q. I'm building a fuel vapor 
detector or “ bilge sniffer” 
from a kit. How does it really 
work? 
A. The “detector” part is a 
very 
sm all 
platinum 
wire 
through which a tiny electric 
current flows. In the presence 
of flammable vapors, the elec­ 
trical resistance of the wire 
changes, depending on the con­ 
centration of the vapor. This is 
measured and shows on a warn­ 
ing dial. Don’t ask why plati­ 
num does this. I don’t think 
anybody knows. 
(J. W hat's the technical 
name for the gadget which 
tells how far over a sailboat 
is heeling? Who sells them? 
How much? 
A. It’s called an inclinometer. 
Write Ricker Instrument Co., 
Box 52, Oilton Heights, Pa.

Q. My propeller was “eaten 
away" by corrosion in salt 
water. I’m told there is a new 
device that will stop this. 
What is it? 
A. This is one of the most 
revolutionary and useful of all 
electronic devices for salt wa­ 
ter boaters. It really stops salt 
water galvanic corrosion com­ 
pletely. It's a very sim ple, 
cheap device, and is called 
MerCathode 
Ask any marine 
dealer about it.

Rules Hit 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Pro­ 
posed federal regulations on 
meat and poultry weight label­ 
ing will cost California consum­ 
ers millions of dollars each 
year, the state’s No. I agricul­ 
tural official charges. 
C. Brunel Christensen, direc­ 
tor of the state Department of 
Food and Agriculture, yester­ 
day reported he has filed “a 
strong objection” to the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture’s 
proposed regulations, which he 
said were based “on the old 
repudiated concept of net 
weight when packed. ” 
“This means that for prod­ 
ucts which lose moisture, the 
consumer pays as part of the 
net weight for moisture that 
has leaked out of the product 
and is absorbed in wrappers 
and packing substances, or is 
free flowing water in the con­ 
tainer,” he said. 
Walter Watson, head of the 
state agriculture department's 
Division of Measurement Stan­ 
dards, said weights and mea­ 
sures officials in all California 
counties “have always pulled 
off sale those packages which 
do not meet the California 
stndard at the retail store.” 
But Watson added that be­ 
cause of federal court rulings, 
short weight packages can be 
pulled off sale only on a pack- 
age-by-package basis rather 
than a lot-by-lot basis. 


British Salute 
To Be Changed 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia 
(UPI) — Another vestige of 
British colonial rule comes 
down Friday.

Health Of Hospital 
Chain Is Improving 


By ROGER 
Q. Would you please com­ 
ment on the hospital industry 
in general and American 
Medical International (NYSE) 
in particular? — C.T. 
A. The stock market has been 
less than kind to the proprie­ 
tary hospital group. On aver­ 
age, shares of the ll major 
companies in the field have 
dropped 78 per cent from their 
1972 highs. By comparison the 
Dow Industrial Average has 
slid only 20 per cent from its 
1972 high level. Yet, all ll 
companies reported higher rev­ 
enues for the latest available 
12-month period, with gains av­ 
eraging 27 per cent year-to- 
year. Only four came in with 
lower earnings while the group 
as a whole upped profits an 
average IO per cent. 
Obviously investors are yet to 
be convinced that a full-fledged 
recovery is underway for these 
hospital chains, whose prob­ 
lems with price controls, runa-

way costs and overexpansion 
are now legendary. Further­ 
more, the fact that this industry 
is one of the two which will 
remain under mandatory price 
control after May I, 1974, does 
nothing to inspire potential 
investors. 
The uncertainty surrounding 
the several proposed national 
health insurance programs 
competing for enactment also 
creates a negative climate for 
these shares. On this latter 
score, however, the overall re­ 
sults will probably be beneficial 
to the hospital companies, par­ 
ticularly in helping to alleviate 
the low occupancy level which 
is currently hampering profit 
margins. 
American Medical has suf­ 
fered from narrowing margins, 
a factor which pushed down 
earnings comparisons in fiscal 
1973 and again in the November 
quarter when revenues rose 
10.7 per cent and net dropped 
47. 5 per cent. Expansion costs 
seem to be the primary culprit 
in this case. With utilization 
rates already well below nor­ 
mal, particularly in California, 
where one third of the compa­ 
ny’s hospitals are located, the 
new capacity may temporarily 
compound the problem. 
Expansion, however, has em­ 
bodied the concept of building 
medical complexes, with doc­ 
tors’ offices, laboratories, out­ 
patient clinics and other ancil­ 
lary services. Not only do these 
centers enhance profitability 
but they help to assure a stead­ 
ier flow of hospital patients.

INCOME TAX FACTS

Casualty And Theft Losses 
Are Usually Partly Deductible 


If you had a casualty or theft loss, you may 
be able to deduct part of it on your tax return. 
Only the casualty loss in excess of the 
insurance reimbursement and in excess of 
$100 per loss is deductible on your federal 
income tax return. 
Be sure to read the instructions on page 12 
of your tax return package. 
In order to make processing 
the tax return easier and to 
eliminate a good deal of need­ 
less correspondence between 
the Internal Revenue Service 
and the taxpayer, the new tax 
form provides a separate entry 
on Schedule A. Form 1040, lines 
25 to 29, for deducting such 
losses. 
In other words, you may have 
something that cost you $100 
that had a fair market value of 
$1,000 at the time of the loss 
and your actual loss may be 
$1,000. the fair market value, 
but you can only deduct your 
cost basis of $100, less $100, or 


zero. 
The primary difficulty in de­ 
termining casualty losses is to 
prove the amount of the loss. 
In some cases, it is farily 
easy to determine the fair mar­ 
ket value of the loss. If you 
bought a new car that cost you 
$5,000 and later it was de­ 
stroyed, then it would appear 
that your loss is $5,000. 
However, you have to deter­ 
mine the fair market value of 
the car and there are books 
that list this, although you may 
have some disagreements about 
the condition of the car.
